The Kokamin has an article oo the uational 
debtot Japan, ‘Lhe semi-ofticiul journal remarks 
that, according to the returns made by tha 
authorities, the umount of loans raised by Sopan 
since the outbreak of the Russo-Japaness War 
has totalled Y128:,500,000 which, added to 
VSL AGU,N00, the debt previously juenrred, 
maken « total of ¥1,849,970,008. Of ‘this the sum 
astually received amenated to YI,515 030,000, 
Now, says the Wohin, some of tha grea. 
nutions to-day carry on their shoulders a dobt 
of more than 10,009 million yen, and oven 
zountries less burdened with dobt have 
national liabilities amounting to from 5,000 to 
6,000 million yon. Cnder such circumstances, 
Japan's debt, even if it should be ultimately 
increased by 300 .to 500 millions, can scarcely 
be said to be too beavy a burden for the nation. 
Although loans amounting to 1,28) million 
you have be-n raised aince the outbreak of 
hostilities, not only have 800 millions of this 
amount been directly foated in’ the foreign 
markets, but ever of the 480 millions raised in 
the country 150 million yen’s worth of bonds 
are said lo be now in the hands of foraiyners. 
Tn short, the actual amount of loan hones in the 
hands of Japanese only amounts toa little more 
than 300 millions, With regard to the: bonds 
that existed before the war, about one-third is 
estimated to be in the possession of foreigners. 
Japan, endowed — with abundant natural 
resources and. with 9 people bent upon the 
promotion uf industries, should make progress 
if she wor given a plentital supply of 
capital at a low rate of juterest, From 
this point of view the purchase by foreigners 
of the router part of the loan bonds: must bo 
considered distinet progress in the right 
direction, There is no doubt. that a larve 
portion of the war and other expenditure will 
remain in the banda of Japanese and La usec 
in productive work directly or indirectly. If. 
on thy othor hand, all the money required by 
tho war had been spgnt elsewhers, the money 
market world undonbtadly bu deradged and the 
groivth of commerce and industries scveatly 
obstracted. 

' Tt goes, without ‘saying, tha Nokumin oou- 
tinues, that if the object for which a joan is 
rais d is proinotiva, the burden of the debt 
means benetit not distros, Untortunately 
Japan has iucurred initch debt om account of 
the war, but as the country is (hus ‘burdened 
itis ‘oll the mora necoxsury to lighten the 
jurden by the encouragement of productive 
work, For this reason, if proper ways aud 
menus are adopte), the raising’ cf more loyas 
muy be found necessary. Some pvopla, alurmed 
ut the sudden iucreaso of the vatioonl debt, 
connsel the Government to adopt conservative 
policy. | They surge the stoppage of all 
new national widertakings and that otten- 
tien shonkd bu devoted bo the payment 
of interest om the debt. Unless, however, 
Japan is prepared to lead ‘an oyster-like 
triateuce in the fulnce, such 1 propositiog is 
manifestly absurd. The conservative policy 
advuvated by thesa people would he suicidal . for 
Jspan. Jopan is destined to make an onword 
advance, and with such udvance the expansion 
of the national expenditure is inevitablo in 
order to maintain. hor. position amonget the 
nutions of tho world. In order to meot the 
growing burdens it is only right that the 
Governmect should foster the national resources 
by offering encouragement and . protection. 
‘And for this: purpose the further imcrease 6 
tuxes and loans is unavoidable, — Japon 
Chronicle. .

There was 4 pere-ntage of 
ruffinns, bat the Government now had power 
to find them out ond repatriate them. 
Parther, he was eati-tiel that the mine 
nunagers worn doing wll they possibly could 
to perform their duty in this matter, Ho 
pointed out that the repatriation of the Chinese 
would throw 5,000 white men ont of work, shat’ 
down a third ‘of the mining busioess on tho 
Hand, deprive the Government of a large 
portion of their revenue, and injure ‘tho 
agricultural intorest by drawing: off the sapply 
of Kaffir labourers. Lord Selborne’s remarks 
‘on this subject wore contirmed by Mr, Chaplin, 
president of the Charber of Mines, at the 
monthly meotiag, He quoted instances of 


investing Chinese crime with an iniportauce 
not assigned to the crimes of other sections of 
the community.

The Pehing Times says :—We have heard 
considerably ‘of Inte about ‘the doings avd 
the misdoings of the Japunese in Corea, 
but Tittle lias been aid as to how the 
Chinese located (hore are gotting on. 4 he 
Minister to Seon! is to be withdrawn and a 
Consal substituiad, and before leaving the 


concerning his natiousls, Dealing tirst with 
the status of the Chinese morehant and trade 
econditious, he says that the morchants there 
are mainly divided into four partios, much a8 
wo find them elsewhere, numely Pekingose,: 
Cantonese, Sontherners generally, and North- 
arners, the distinetions being very sharply de- 
fined nmong themselves. - Thay have established 
two commorcint bureaus, one at Chemulpo and 
thy other at Jenehnan, .At thesa two centres 
the market rates are fixed and commereial dis- 
putes ssttled with the aid of the Consul, and 
they have teen working very amootnly for 
many months. According to the Customs 
sygtatos the Chinese imports rank second only 
to those of Japan, but since thy monthly service, 
started by Vieeroy Yuan when be wax in Corea, 
has been stopped, tho want of communication 
direct with tho China const has been felt. 
However asa temporary measure the merchants | 
are now chartering stamvra themselves. 

Minister Tseng Kuang-chonn estimates the 
numtoxvof Chives in Corea, at “ several tens 
of thousands” (which is by tho way a very 
favorite native detinition of a considerable 
number), and as by, the China Corean treaty 
China enjoys ¢xtra-territarisl rights, a police 
school hag been established and when the men 
are sufficiently trained thoy will bo distributed 
to all the settlements where Chineao are. 
With monoy advanced out of bis own pocket wo 
ava told, ha has founded schools and opened 
hospitals, all of whieh have been duly noted by 
the Board concerned by direction of the Court, 
and will connt ynto’ him for righteausness, 
Altogether, making due allowance for the 
jnscrutableness of Chinese official roports, the 
slutus’ of Chinese in Coren seems very 
satisfactory, and their continuance there in 
harmonious relations with the Japanese under 
the now regime will bo a very favourable 
guarartes that the paraiaount inflnince is bela g 
-wisly exercised.
